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E-Books  Make  Library  Resources  More

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
Library  has  added  to  it’s 
collection  over  the  summer.  But 
students  won’t  find  them  on 
the  shelves.  They  aren’t  on  the 
magazine  racks  and  they  aren’t  in 
the  recently  returned  bin.  Where 
are  these  new  books  that  will 
make  books  more  accessible  to 
students? 

These  new  additions  to  the 
collection  are  on  the  students’ 
computers.  Over  the  summer,  the 
college’s  library  has  added  over 
two  thousand  books  to  its 
collection  online.  With  these  new 
books  available  on  the  internet, 
students  will  be  able  to  access 
more  information  with  greater 
ease. 

All  a  student  has  to  do 
to  access  this  vast  amount  of 


eResources  is  to  type  the  subject 
or  key  words  into  the  database 
like  normal.  A  list  will  pop  up 
with  little  red  books  next  to  the 
link  with  a  large  “E”  on  them. 
These  books  are  available  to 
read  on  each  student’s  computer, 
reducing  the  need  to  wait  for 
books  because  a  classmate  got  to 
it  first. 

Students  will  be  able  to  jump 
directly  within  the  book  to  the 
section  they  need  using  the  table 
of  contents  on  the  left  side  of  the 
screen.  On  top  of  that,  there’s  a 
search  within  each  book  that  can 
help  the  student  pinpoint  sections 
that  are  needed.  Students  will 
also  be  able  to  copy  and  paste 
direct  sections  of  the  text  straight 
onto  a  word  document  for  note 
taking  and  referencing  away  from 
the  computer. 

Pam  Seely,  Circulation 
Manager,  is  excited  about  this 


new  addition. 

“It  increases  our  collection 
by  an  amazing  amount,”  she 
reported. 

It  has  indeed,  with  an 
addition  of  2,587  books  to  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  collection. 

“Instead  of  increasing 
the  physical  section,  they  are 
increasing  the  selection  other 
ways.  We  now  have  all  sorts  of 
works,  from  literature  to  stuff  for 
Core,”  Seely  said. 

Jody  Taylor- Watkins  is 
looking  forward  to  the  student’s 
response  to  this. 

“Because  this  is  a  new 
service,  we  would  love  to  hear 
from  any  students  who  have  made 
use  of  the  e-books.  If  you  find 
them  useful,  spread  the  word  by 
making  other  students  aware  of 
their  availability.” 

The  library  is  also  seeing 
improvements  in  other  places.

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What’s  Up  With 
That  H1N1  Vims?

Students  of  S JC . . .  The 
H1N1  form  of  swine  flu  is  one  of 
the  descendants  of  the  strain  that 
caused  the  1918  flu  pandemic. 
Influenza  A  virus  strains  are 
categorized  in  two  proteins  that 
are  found  on  the  surface  of  the 
virus:  hemagglutinin  (H)  and 
neuraminidase  (N).  Influenza  A 
virus  strains  are  assigned  an  H 
number  and  an  N  number  based 
on  which  of  these  two  proteins 
the  strains  have.  Only  H  1,  2  and 
3,  and  N  1  and  2  are  commonly 
found  in  humans.  Swine 
influenza  was  first  proposed  to 
be  a  disease  related  to  human 
influenza  during  the  1918  flu 
pandemic,  when  pigs  became  sick 
at  the  same  time  humans  did. 

So  what  are  the  symptoms 
you  ask?  Please,  be  AWARE  if 
you  or  a  friend  has  any  of  these 
common  H  IN  1  symptoms: 

•  Fever 

•  Cough 

•  Sore  Throat 


•  Runny  or  Stuffy  Nose 

•  Body  Aches 

•  Headache 

•  Chills 

•  Fatigue 

If  so  please  report  them  to 
Jennifer  Chandler,  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  Nurse  &  Wellness 
Coordinator  (219-866-6121).  A 
number  of  people  who  have  been 
infected  with  the  virus  also  have 
reported  diarrhea  and  vomiting. 
Illnesses  and  death  has  occurred 
as  a  result  of  illness  associated 
with  this  virus... so  please  don’t 
take  this  matter  too  lightly.  We 
want  all  of  SJC  to  be  as  healthy  as 
they  can  be  so  spread  the  word  to 
your  fellow  classmates! 

Enough  about  the  symptoms, 
let’s  talk  contagiousness!  Is  it 
contagious?  Ohhhh,  you  bet! 

Flu  viruses  are  spread  mainly 
from  person  to  person  through 
coughing  or  sneezing  by  people 
with  the  flu  virus.  People  may 
also  become  infected  by  touching 
something  -  such  as  a  surface  or 
object  —  with  flu  viruses  on  it  and 
then  touching  their  mouth  or  nose. 


There  is  no  vaccine  available 
right  now  to  protect  against  2009 
H1N 1  virus  but,  no  fear,  a  2009 
H1N1  vaccine  is  in  production  and 
may  be  ready  for  the  public  in  the 
fall.  There  are  everyday  actions 
that  can  help  prevent  the  spread  of 
germs  that  cause  H IN  1  such  as: 


Cover  your  nose  and  mouth 
with  a  tissue  when  you  cough 
or  sneeze.  Throw  the  tissue  in 
the  trash  after  you  use  it.  Wash 
your  hands  often  with  soap  and 
water,  especially  after  you  cough 
or  sneeze.  Alcohol-based  hand 
cleaners  are  also  effective.  Avoid

touching  your  eyes,  nose  or  mouth. 
Germs  spread  this  way. 

Try  to  avoid  close 
contact  with  sick  people.  If  you 
are  sick  with  flu-like  illness,  CDC 
recommends  that  you  stay  home 
for  at  least  24  hours  after  your 
fever  is  gone  except  to  get  medical 
care  or  for  other  necessities.  (Your 
fever  should  be  gone  without  the 
use  of  a  fever-reducing  medicine.) 

Keep  away 
from  others 
as  much  as 
possible  to 
keep  from 
making 
others 
sick.  There 
have  been 
several  cases 
of  vomiting 
and  diarrhea 
reported,  but 
there  are 
no  reported 
or  confirmed 
cases  of 
H1N1 

Influenza  on 
campus.  So 
stay  healthy!

Removal  From  Campus  Will  Have  Consequences

This  is  a  letter  written  to  the 
Student  Body  of  Saint  Joseph’s 
College. 

I  am  writing  this  not  as  the 
editor  of  the  newspaper,  but  as 
a  concerned  undergraduate.  I 
am  removing  my  “Editor-in- 
Chief  ’  mask  and  whatever  other 
facades  you,  or  anyone  else,  may 
associate  with  me.  I  write  this 
simply  as  a  concerned  student, 
and  I  write  it  as  a  plea  to  all 
students.  There  is  a  grave  injustice 
occurring  on  campus,  and  through 
this  student  forum,  I  wanted 
everyone  to  read  my  words  and 
become  aware. 

When  I  began  my  tenure 
as  a  student  at  Saint  Joseph’s 
College,  the  Student  Union  Board 
(SUB)  was  an  abysmal  joke  of  an 
organization.  Organization  is  a 
loose  term  in  many  ways,  as  SUB 
was  mostly  a  couple  students 
making  decisions  with  the  then 
Director  of  Housing.  Events 
were  disorganized  and  poorly 
attended  by  students.  However, 
after  I  joined  SUB,  things  began 
to  make  a  turn  for  the  better.  My 
level  of  hubris  is  not  so  high  that 
I’m  going  to  try  and  attribute 
that  change  to  anything  I  did.  My 
freshman  year,  a  new  position 
was  created  within  the  Office  of 
Campus  Life — Coordinator  of 
Student  Activities  and  Intramural 
Sports. 

This  new  position  not 
only  organized  the  IM  Sports 
program,  but  was  also  the  official 
advisor  for  SUB.  Both  of  these 
programs  have  benefited  from 
having  an  advisor  solely  devoted 
to  managing  them  efficiently 
and  empowering  students  to 
take  control.  Both  organizations 
have  flourished  since,  but  in 
particularly,  SUB  has  grown  in 
leaps  and  bounds. 

I  can  attest  to  this  from  my 
own  first-hand  experience.  I  was 
the  vice-president  of  the  club  all 
of  2006,  then  became  president 


during  the  fall  of  2007.  Having 
someone  available  to  keep  things 
in  order  when,  I  regretfully  admit, 
my  fervidly  spastic  mind  missed 
various  details  allowed  for  smooth 
operations.  On  top  of  aiding  the 
SUB  executive  board,  the  College 
could  sleep  easier  knowing  that 
there  was  someone  they  trusted 
handling  the  events  and  dealing 
with  the  hired  acts  coming  to 
campus — the  “responsible  adult,” 
as  I’ve  always  joked. 

All  jokes  aside,  however, 
it  was  important  to  have  the 
“responsible  adult”  role  at  events. 
Take  Red  Umbrella  for  example. 
They  were  a  band  we  brought 
to  campus  10  September.  They 
arrived  with  their  trailer  full  of 
gear  at  about  4:00  in  the  afternoon 
to  begin  unloading  and  setting  up. 
And  understandably  so,  anyone 
who  went  to  the  show  can  attest 
to  this — the  band  had  a  lot  of  stuff 
on  stage. 

The  point  being,  the 
Coordinator  of  Student  Activities 
is  responsible  for  the  band  from 
the  time  they  step  foot  on  campus 
until  the  moment  they  leave. 

More  so  than  even  the  rest  of  the 
SUB  board,  he  has  the  College’s 
rules,  regulations  and  desires  to 
follow  and  enforce  in  regards  to 
the  entertainment  on  campus. 

Red  Umbrella  closed  their 
trailer  and  drove  away  at  precisely 
1 1 :34  that  night.  For  about  seven 
hours  and  thirty-four  minutes, 
the  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities  was  “on  the  job,”  so 
to  speak.  Even  with  the  fun  and 
excitement  of  an  act  of  campus, 
he  must  always  be  aware  that 
he  is  responsible  for  any  and 
everything  that  goes  on  during 
that  time.  That’s  practically  an 
eight-hour  work  day  on  its  own. 
However,  The  Coordinator  of 
Student  Activities  has  office 
horns  beginning  at  9  a.m.  Other 
duties  for  the  position  still  must 
get  done  during  the  day  everyday, 
regardless  of  the  evening  events 
that  may  arise. 


Anyone  not  keen  on  doing 
math,  that  is  almost  a  15-hour  day 
for  the  Coordinator  of  Student 
Activities.  There  is  no  way  to 
sugarcoat  that  one.  That’s  a 
LONG  day.  And  it  is  a  long  day 
that  comes  without  any  overtime 
or  extra  pay — he’s  just  doing  his 
job.  However,  one  of  the  perks 
that  makes  the  situation  more 
tolerable  is  that  the  Coordinator 
of  Student  Activities  lives  on 
campus. 

Enter  the  INJUSTICE  ON 
CAMPUS. 

John  May,  the  current 
Coordinator  of  Student  Activities 
and  Intramural  Sports,  has  been 
given  until  24  September  to  find 
another  place  to  live.  He  is  no 
longer  allowed  to  live  on  campus, 
because,  as  he  said  he  was  told, 
his  job  “does  not  have  anything  to 
do  with  housing.”  Pause.  Allow 
me  to  rephrase  that.  He  has  been 
asked  to  vacate  the  Gallagher 
suite  by  said  date  and  is  no  longer 
allowed  to  live  on  campus  for 
free  because  his  job  wasn’t  a 
part  of  Housing.  He  was  told  he 
might  be  able  to  rent  a  room  in 
Schweitermann  if  he  could  not 
find  housing  somewhere  else. 

When  John  informed  me  of 
this,  I  flipped.  I  was  furiously 
upset.  I  have  calmed  down  since 
then  and  I’ve  been  trying  to 
make  sense  of  the  situation.  I 
have  emailed  John’s  superiors, 
and  as  of  press  time,  neither  of 
them  has  felt  it  necessary  to  even 
reply  to  my  initial  email  inquiries 
about  setting  up  an  interview. 

I  am  genuinely  confused  and 
concerned  as  to  why  this  is 
happening. 

John’s  predecessor  as  the 
Coordinator  of  Student  Activities 
lived  on  campus  during  his 
time  fulfilling  the  duties  to  the 
position,  so  logically,  it  would 
make  sense  that  John  should  do 
the  same.  When  John  took  the 
position  in  the  summer  of  2008, 
he  did  not  live  on  campus,  but  at 
that  time  he  was  married  and  was 


living  in  town.  He  didn’t  begin 
living  on  campus  until  November 
of  last  year.  Not  that  I’m  looking 
to  put  his  personal  life  on  display, 
but  he  began  living  on  campus 
after  he  and  his  wife  divorced.  At 
that  time.  Dr.  Janosik  okayed  him 
to  move  into  the  Gallagher  suite. 
He  has  lived  there  happily  ever 
since — that  is  until  a  week  ago 
when  he  was  told  he  must  leave. 

I  just  keep  asking  myself 
why  this  is  happening.  He’s  told 
me  just  what  I  said  to  you.  He 
was  told  that  because  his  job  is 
not  a  part  of  housing,  he’s  not 
allowed  to  be  on  campus  in  the 
capacity  he  is.  How  anyone  can 
expect  John  to  do  everything  he 
does  without  being  on  campus  in 
the  thick  of  it,  I  just  do  not  know. 

Have  you  been  to  a  SUB 
event  that  you  enjoyed?  Thank 
John  May.  Sure,  there’s  the 
executive  board  of  students 
who  work  their  hardest  to  make 
everything  awesome,  but  John 
is  the  one  keeping  the  board 
cohesive  and  efficient.  Do  you, 
as  students,  want  to  go  to  more 
incredible  SUB  events?  If  so,  you 
cannot  let  this  travesty  take  place. 

I  don’t  even  know  what 
can  be  done.  Herein  lies  the 
problem.  I  do  not  want  my  words 
to  lead  to  any  misconduct;  that 
would  be  counterproductive  to 
the  cause.  Personally,  I’ve  been 
unable  to  make  contact  with 
the  people  making  the  decision. 
Until  then,  there  may  be  nothing 
we  can  do.  This  dilemma  is 
an  impasse  because  if  John 
leaves,  the  program  will  suffer. 
However,  this  may  be  the  only 
way  to  get  certain  members  of  the 
administration  to  see  how  vital  he 
is  to  the  campus  community. 

Even  if  his  position  is 
not  housing,  it  is  still  in  the 
department  of  Campus  Life.  Why 
would  an  institution  priding  itself 
on  “involvement  for  life”  prevent 
an  alumni  employed  by  that  very 
institution  from  doing  his  work  to 
the  best  of  his  abilities? 


Was  It  a  Day  of  Rememberance  For  You?

This  past  Friday  was 
an  important  day.  It  was 
the  anniversary  of  an  event 
that’s  been  compared  to  the 
assassination  of  John  F.  Kennedy 
and  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor.

September  1 1 — the  day  that 
changed  the  United  States  of 
America  as  I’ve  always  known 
it.  That  day  I  finally  developed 
a  sense  of  the  world  beyond  my 
small  rural  township  in  northern 
Indiana. 

Yes,  I  can  remember  what  I 
was  doing  that  day.  I  remember 
exactly  where  I  was,  exactly 
what  I  was  doing  the  moment 
I  heard  about  the  attacks.  I 
don’t  believe  time  has  dulled 
the  feelings  of  disbelief  and 
confusion  that  dominated  my 
entire  consciousness  that  day.  And 
yet,  maybe  it  has.  If  that  day  has 
been  so  ingrained  in  my  memory, 
why  didn’t  I  wake  up  Friday 
with  immediate  recognition  and 
appropriate  solemnity? 


Does  that  make  me  a  bad 
person?  That  upon  waking  Friday 
morning,  I  didn’t  immediately 
remember  it  was  the  anniversary 
of  the  deaths  of  over  3,000 
people — American  citizens  and 
terrorists  alike?  In  fact,  when  I 
finally  did  realize  the  date,  all 
I  really  thought  about  was  how 
crazy  airport  security  would 
be,  and  I  was  unhappy  for  a 
friend  who  was  flying  to  Spain 
that  morning.  I  feel  a  bit  guilty 
thinking  about  it  now.  I  feel  like 
I  almost  don’t  deserve  to  even 
call  myself  an  American  citizen. 
And  then  I  start  to  wonder. . . 

How  many  of  us  did  remember 
September  11? 

Of  course,  no  one  can  forget 
it.  It  is  too  important  to  the 
history  of  our  country  and  was 
the  catalyst  behind  most  political 
and  military  events  since.  But 
did  we  actually  take  the  time  to 
think  about  what  September  1 1 
meant — and  still  means — to  us? 

Go  back  to  the  months 
immediately  following  September 
1 1 .  Every  house  sported  an 
American  flag;  every  other  song 
on  the  radio  was  of  a  patriotic 


nature.  And  everyone  was, 
pardon  the  cliche,  proud  to  be 
an  American  (or  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  if  you  prefer).

The  Invention  of  Hugo  Cabret 
is  not  just  a  children’s  book.  With 
over  300  drawings  and  a  total  of 
526  pages,  this  is  no  novel  either. 
It  is  also  not  to  be  considered  a 
picture  book  because  the  story 
is  told  through  the  pictures  and 
through  the  text  of  the  story.  No 
element  reigns  supreme  in  this 
telling  of  a  boy,  a  girl,  an  old  man, 
a  key,  and  a  mysterious  machine’s 
hidden  message. 

Hugo  is  a  1 2  year  old  orphan 
boy  living  in  the  walls  of  a  Paris 
train  station.  His  father  was  killed 
in  a  fire,  and  he  was  sent  to  live 
with  his  uncle,  who  fixes  clocks 
like  everyone  in  his  family.  Hugo 
learns  how  to  fix  the  clocks  in 
the  train  station  as  an  apprentice 
to  his  uncle,  but  when  his  uncle 
doesn’t  return  one  night,  he  must 
learn  to  fend  for  himself.  He  uses 
his  skills  as  a  clock  mechanic  to 
continue  doing  his  uncle’s  job 
and  collects  his  paychecks  so  that 
no  one  knows  that  his  uncle  has 
disappeared. 

He  lives  his  life  in  the  walls 
of  the  train  station,  stealing  gears 
and  working  on  his  invention. 
Hugo  becomes  obsessed  with 
fixing  a  mysterious  machine  that 
his  father  had 
been  working 
on  before  the 
fire.  It  survived 
the  inferno, 
and  his  father 
had  believed 
that  it  would 
be  able  to  write 
a  message  or 
draw  a  picture. 

Hugo,  using 
his  father’s 
knowledge 
of  clocks  and 
gears,  works 


tirelessly  to  find  pieces  that  could 
be  used  to  fix  the  machine  and 
hopefully  read  a  message  from  his 
dead  father. 

In  his  quest  to  fix  the 
machine,  he  steals  gears  and 
parts  that  he  views  as  valuable 
to  the  repair,  and  eventually  gets 
caught  by  a  Toy  Shop  owner  who 
he  tries  to  pilfer  parts  from.  The 
events  that  follow  lead  Hugo  to 
team  up  with  a  curious  young 
girl  to  discover  the  mystery  of 
the  machine  and  together  they 
unlock  a  story  that  ties  everything 
together. 

This  story  is  unlike  any  book 
I  have  ever  read,  any  graphic 
novel  I  have  ever  looked  at,  and 
is  the  first  book  I  have  read  to 
use  elements  of  movie  magic  to 
tell  the  story.  If  you  are  tired  of 
reading  your  Core  books,  put 
them  down  for  a  minute  and  pick 
up  Brian  Selznik’s  The  Invention 
of  Hugo  Cabret.

now  that  I  am  in  the  bullpen 
I  have  to  be  warm  in  a  hurry 
rather  than  my  usual  time  to  be 
wanned  up  for  a  game.  That  is 
just  something  I  need  to  get  used 
to,”  he  said. 

Zegarec  met  a  surprising 
opponent  during  his  first  game  as 
a  Ranger  pitcher.  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  former  catcher,  Mike 
Pericht,  was  also  drafted  this 
past  summer  by  the  Los  Angeles 
Dodgers. 

Zegarec  had  a  positive 
meeting  with  Pericht  at  the  plate 
as  he  smiled  and  said,  “he  was 
my  teammate  and  catcher  for 
the  past  two  years  at  SJC  so  he 
knows  every  pitch  I  throw.  When 
he  stepped  in  the  batter’s  box  I 
could  not  help  but  laugh  a  little 
when  I  was  on  the  mound.  I 
threw  some  good  pitches  to  him, 
and  on  the  third  slider  I  threw  he 
flew  out  to  right-center  field;  we 
counted  that  at  bat  as  a  tie.” 

It  was  a  tough  and  busy 


schedule  to  get  where  he  is 
today,  but  all  the  work  has 
definitely  paid  off,  according  to 
Zegarec.  He  began  his  drive  to 
the  MLB  in  high  school,  attended 
Eastern  Kentucky  University  his 
freshman  year,  then  transferred  to 
South  Suburban  College  for  his 
sophomore  year  and  was  recruited 
by  Head  Baseball  Coach  Rick 
O’Dette,  for  his  final  two  years. 

“All  the  pieces  finally  fell  into 
the  right  places  and  I  could  not  be 
happier  with  where  I  am  today.  I 
matured  a  lot  as  a  player  at  SJC 
and  the  coaching  staff  prepared 
me  for  what  kind  of  player  1 
needed  to  be  in  the  MLB,”  said 
Zegarec. 

“Coach  O’Dette  and  the 
coaching  staff  at  SJC  helped  me 
out  by  getting  me  in  touch  with 


Windy  City  Thunderbolts  an 
Independent  baseball  team.  I 
pitched  for  them  about  a  month 
in  the  summer  then  one  day  in  the 
locker  room  I  heard  rumors  that  I 
was  going  to  be  picked  up  by  the 
Majors.  Then  the  Rangers  called 
me  and  said  turn  on  my  computer. 
I  did  so  and  saw  my  name  on 
their  roster  and  it  was  pretty 
cool  seeing  that.  I  really  don’t 
think  it  has  set  in  yet.  It  was  nice 
coming  here  because  I  matured  a 
lot  here.  Odette  and  the  coaching 
staff  prepared  me  for  what  a  Big 
Leaguer  is  and  what  they  go 
through  everyday,”  he  said. 

Zegarec  will  attend  classes 
and  help  coach  the  Puma  through 
December.  He  will  leave  again 
for  Arizona  to  prepare  for  his 
second  season  as  a  Ranger.

A  story  of  leadership  and  pas¬ 
sion  involves  senior  men’s  soccer 
player  and  Business  Administra¬ 
tion  major,  Greg  Gehrig.  As  a 
junior  13  games  into  his  season, 
he  chipped  his  knee  cap  and  was 
sidelined  for  the  rest  of  the  sea¬ 
son.  He  is  back  for  a  final  season 
and  is  leading  the  team  this  season 
with  6  goals  scored. 

Gehrig  said  that  it  took 
awhile  for  doctors  to  diagnose 
and  treat  his  injured  knee.  “It  was 
hard  to  see  the  injury  through  an 
X-ray  and  a  Magnetic  Resonance 
Imaging  (MRJ)  scan,  said  Gehrig. 
“After  several  doctor  visits,  my 
knee  was  finally  scoped  and  the 
chipped  bone  was  removed  from 
my  knee.” 

It  wasn’t  a  major  sutgery  and 
the  recovery  was  quick,  com¬ 
mented  Gehrig.  Unfortunately 


the  injury  sidelined  him  for  the 
remaining  seven  games  of  his 
junior  year.  He  was  unable  to 
medically  red  shirt  because  of 
how  deep  into  the  season  he  was, 
so  this  2009  season  will  be  Geh¬ 
rig’s  last  season  as  a  Puma. 

Although  it  crushed  Gehrig 
to  watch  his  team  play  without 
him,  this  is  not  his  first  experi¬ 
ence  as  an  injured  athlete. 

“I  was  out  for  more  than  a 
year  with  a  broken  leg  at  Lake 
Central  High  School  (Saint  John, 
Indiana)  and  had  to  watch  my 
team  lose  at  Semi-State  in  the 
post  season,”  said  Gehrig. 

Gehrig  was  not  sidelined  for 
nearly  as  long  as  his  previous 
injury.  He  was  able  to  play  three 
months  later  and  he  started  recov¬ 
ery  and  rehabilitation  in  January 
2009. 

“Although  the  surgery  went 
well  I  still  have  some  pain  under 
my  knee  cap  and  have  to  really 


warm  up  my  knee  until  the  pain 
goes  away,”  commented  Gehrig. 

Since  this  is  Gehrig’s  last 
year  as  a  collegiate  athlete,  he 
worked  very  hard  this  past  sum¬ 
mer  to  get  his  knee  and  his  body 
into  great  shape. 

“Being  injured  this  season 
did  give  me  some  motivation  to 
come  back  more  prepared  for 
my  final  season.  I  have  had  little 
injuries  my  entire  college  career 
which  has  hindered  my  potential, 
said  Gehrig.  “So  this  summer 
I  worked  on  my  fitness  and 
dropped  almost  25  pounds  and 
am  in  the  better  shape  than  I  have 
been  in  four  years.  I  feel  that  this 
has  helped  with  our  team’s  early 
success.” 

The  most  difficult  part  about 
watching  his  team  last  year  was 
in  their  loss  to  Bellarmine  Uni¬ 
versity  (Louisville,  Kentucky). 

“Watching  us  lose  to  Bel¬ 
larmine  was  very  tough  because

a  win  against  them  would  have  led 
us  to  the  Conference  tournament 
for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  I 
hated  not  being  able  to  help  my 
team  for  such  an  important  game,” 
said  Gehrig. 

Gehrig  is  more  than  excited 
for  his  final  season  with  the  Pumas 
(3-1-1  GLVC  1-0-1). 

“We  have  had  a  great  start  to 
the  season  and  we  have  a  great 
schedule  that  will  hopefully  pre¬ 
pare  us  to  make  the  Conference 


tournament  this  year.  Hopefully 
we  can  play  well  and  win  our  next 
four  or  five  games  and  have  a 
great  start  in  conference  games,” 
said  Gehrig.  “As  long  as  we  play 
to  our  potential  I  believe  we  will 
be  able  to  make  the  tournament 
and  hopefully  make  a  nice  dent 
there.” 

Dedication,  hard  work,  and 
strength  is  what  drove  Gehrig  to 
be  the  player  many  look  up  to  and 
strive  to  follow.

Arizona  heat  was  pretty  bad,”  he 
said. 

Another  big  change  is  only 
wooden  bats  are  used  in  MLB 
rather  than  aluminum  in  college. 

“The  difference  is  if  I  throw  a 
bad  pitch  in  college  it  would  be  a 
home  run,  but  in  MLB  a  bad  pitch 
is  just  a  long  fly  ball.”  Zegarec 
said. 

Finally  he  had  to  get  used  to 
not  being  in  a  starting  rotation; 
Zegarec  was  a  starter  for  SJC  but 
in  the  bullpen  for  the  Rangers.

Indiana  College  Football  is  as 
Predictable  as  the  Weather

Indiana  college  football 
is  shown  from  records  to  be 
dominated  by  the  Purdue 
Boilermakers  and  the  Notre 
Dame  Fighting  Irish.  However, 
in  college  football,  surprises 
happens  every  week,  like  last  year 
when  the  Ball  State  Cardinals 
had  an  undefeated  regular  season 
and  the  Indiana  Hoosiers  beat 
the  Northwestern  Wildcats,  who 
prior  to  that  had  only  lost  to  top 
25  teams. 

After  having  a  season  of  not 
reaching  a  bowl  game  last  year, 
the  Boilermakers  are  looking  for  a 
winning  season  and  a  bowl  game 
appearance.  If  their  first  game  was 
any  indication,  the  Boilermakers 
will  run  with  sophomore  running 
back  Ralph  Bolden.  He  had 
2 1  carries  for  234  yards  at  1 1 . 1 
yards  a  carry  with  2  touchdowns 
on  Saturday,  September  5,  2009 
against  the  Toledo  Rockets.  This 
is  Bolden’s  first  full  year  as  a 
starter,  as  he  was  behind  Kory 
Sheets  last  season. 

Purdue’s  starting  quarterback, 
Joey  Elliott,  completed  17  of 
28  passes  for  220  yards  and  3 
touchdowns  last  weekend.  The 
Boilermaker  defense,  however, 
allowed  423  passing  yards.  The 
defensive  line  was  not  able  to 
blitz  the  quarterback  and  apply 
pressure.  On  the  other  hand,  they 
only  allowed  70  yards  rushing. 

If  they  can  improve  their  pass 
defense,  Purdue  should  be  a 
formidable  foe  for  the  remainder 
of  the  season. 

The  Ball  State  Cardinals  had 
an  undefeated  regular  season  last 
year.  On  the  other  hand,  once  the 
postseason  came,  they  lost  many

offensive  starters  to  injuries. 
During  the  regular  season,  the 
lowest  score  the  Cardinals  posted 
in  a  game  was  24  points.  They 
scored  24  points  at  the  MAC 
championship,  but  only  1 3  points 
at  their  bowl  game.  Unfortunately, 
the  majority  of  the  Cardinal 
offense  graduated,  so  they  are 
starting  fresh  with  many  second 
string  players.  Last  week  the 
Cardinal  defense  held  the  North 
Texas  Mean  Green  to  20  points, 
but  the  Cardinals  came  up  short, 
scoring  only  10  points.  Their 
offense  will  need  to  improve  in 
order  to  match  their  success  from 
last  year. 

The  Indiana  Hoosiers  have 
been  near  the  bottom  of  their 
conference  over  the  past  few 
years.  Their  record  last  year  was 
3-9  (1-7  in  conference  play).  This 
year  looks  like  it  will  be  more 


of  the  same.  However,  starting 
quarterback  Ben  Chappell  passed 
for  326  yards  and  1  touchdown 
in  a  19-13  win  over  Eastern 
Kentucky  on  September  3,  3009. 
The  Hoosiers  only  ran  for  73 
yards  total,  however,  and  used 
five  different  running  backs  in  the 
game. 

Because  of  a  49-21  victory 
over  the  Hawaii  Warriors  in  the 
Aloha  Bowl  last  season,  the  Notre 
Dame  Fighting  Irish  are  currently 
ranked  1 8th  in  the  country. 

Their  offense  should  be  able  to 
score  consistently  with  starting 
quarterback  Jimmy  Clausen  and 
four  talented  receivers  who  will 
surprise  a  lot  of  opponents.  Last 
year,  their  record  was  7-6. 

Each  year  critics  try  to 
predict  a  team’s  season,  but  when 
the  whistle  blows  it’s  anyone’s 
game.
